RUNNING THE BLOCKADE. | 


Vessels Built Specially to Defy 
Federal Pursuit. 


Some Exciting and Valuable Captures by 
the Union Blookading Fleets- 


The vessels built for blockade run- 
ning were built forthe purpose. They 
were long, narrow, low side-wheel 
steamers, with sharp bows that cut 
the water like a knifa, powerful en- 
gines, raking funnels, and two masts 
tigged as schooners. The hull rose 
only a few feet above the water. They 
were painted a dull gray, so that even 
in the daytime it would be difficult to 


of the deck was covered over, co that 
they could run through heavy seas. 
Before the war there was little com- 
merce between England and the Ber- 
muda Islands, but now the harbors 
werealive with ships —great sea-zoing 
steamers from England kaded with 
arms, cannon, powder, goods of all 
kinds—returning to England freighted 
with cotton. The blocade runners 
brought the cotton from Wilmington 
and Charleston, delivered it to the large 
steamers, took on board the goods, 
arms and ammunition, and steamed 
back to those ports, always planning 
to run past the blockade vessels in the 
night. When coming in all lights were 
put out, the steam was blown off under 
water. A man up in the “crow’s nest” 
on the forward mast kept a sharp louk- 
out for the Union vessels. The pilots 
knew every channel and sand bar. 
‘Khe vessels were all light draft. The 
Llocade runner was only a runner, not 
afighter. If he came too close to a 
war ship he took to his heels. The 
runners were so swift, the war ships so 
slow, that they were rarely captured 
when the chase was a stern one. 

It was a hard, exciting sei vice which 
the blockading fleets endured. During 
the day the vessels cruised along the 
shores, looking into all the inlets, or sail- 
ed eastward to discover any approach- 
ing blockade runner, but at sunset they 
came close in-shore; almost under the 
guns of Fort Sumner at Charleston, or: 
Fort Fisher at Wilmington. All

modore’s vessel. Men were up in the 
rigging straining their eyes through 
the night to catch the sight of the 
swift runners. 

On an October night, 1863, the 
Venus from Nassau approached Wil- 
mington. The lookout up at the 
masthead of the steamer Nansemond 
discovered her. Lieut. Lamson, com- 
manding the Nansemond, when he 
had a duty to perform was always 
ready. The fires were blazing under 
his boilers—the steam was up. In an 
instant the Nansemond was away. 

“Give her a shot!” he shouted. The 
long rifled guns flashed. The shot 
shatters the foremast of the Venus; 
another shot goes through her cabin; 
the third crashes through the fore- 
castle, killing a sailor; the fourth 
strikes the hull below the water line, 
Both vessels. are fast, going fourteen 
knots an hour. The captain of the 
Venus sees that he cannot make the 
harbor and runs for the shore. She 
strikes hard and fast; the crew leap 
into the water and reach the sandy 
beach. The Nansemond lowers her 
boats and takes possession of the 
vessel. The Venus cannot be moved ; 
she is set on fire and the Nansemond, 
at daylight, steams away. 

“There she is!” The lookout of the 
Niphon shouted it at daybreak a few 
mornings later. Captain Breck, com- 
manding the Niphon, saw a side- 
wheel steamer close in shore making 
for Wilmington Harbor. Another 
blockader was in pursuit. The Niphon 
was in position to intercept the runner 
—the Ella and Anna. The captain of 
the runner sees that he is cut off and 
he determines to run the Niphon 
down. 

Captain Breck sees the situation. 
“Ready, boarders !” he shouts, and the 
sailors, who have been thoroughly 
drilled, seize their pistols and swords. 
The cannon of the Niphon send. a 
shower of canister. The next moment 
there is a crash, and the bowsprit of 
the Niphon breaks like a pipestem. 
Over the rail swarm the boarders, and 
the next moment the Ella and Anna 
is theifs, with 300 cases of rifles and 
acargo worth $118,000. The vessel 
is renamed the Malvern and becomes 
one of the blockading fleet. 

A great many blockade runners were 
captured and destroyed, but the profits 
were so enormous that others were 
built. The-officere and crews were 
willing to run the risk of being cap- 
tured for the high wages they received. 
A captain received $5,000 for each 
successful trip, each one of the crew 
$250, the chief engineer $2,500 and 
the pilot $8,700-—National Tribune.

tricts of Japan, to whose families 
death has made frequent visits, still 
resort, in their anxiety to prolong the 
lives of their children, to the custom 
of bestowing upon their offspring 
names ordinarily given to infants of 
the opposite sex. Probably the super- 
stition is more widely prevalent than 
foreigners would suppose, but it is 
only when some incident or story in 
connectien with its observance is re— 
ported in the vernacular papers that 
the majority become aware of the exis- 
tence of the old custom. A Tokio 
paper tells a story in point. Some 
time ago, aman named Kano, living 
at Kameicho, Nihonbashi, Tokio, re- 
ceived an intimation from the author- 
ities that his eldest son, Bunnosuke— 
& name always applied to males— 
having attained military age, steps 
should at once be taken with a view to 
the young man undergoing medical 
examination prior to actual enlistment. 
Kano lost no time in guing to the ward 
office and explaining to the officials 
that Bunnosuke was his daughter, 
though registered as a male since 1872, 
in which year the census system was 
altered. The authorities, however, in 
whose mind frequent and more or less 
ingenious schemes to evade conscrip- 
tion had given rise to a condition of 
pure scepticism on this point, did not 
scruple to order an examinatiun to be 
conducted at Kano’s house. The re- 
sult, of course, proved the statement 
niade by the father, who, on being 
questioned, said that, having lost two 
daughters both abvut one year old, he 
had been driven to this expedient to 
keep the third alive. It may be pre- 
sumed that its success, as evidenced in 
his daughter’s attainment of “military 
age,” will tend, at any rate among his 
neighbors, to the revival of a custom 
which, whatever its inconveniences, is 
not without suggestive interest. 
Greater men than Kaho have laid 
schemes, far deeper than his simple 
artifice, to circumvent the grim visi- 
tor, and for the most part they have 
failed.—Japan Mail. 


The Aborigines of China. 


one-third of the whole, is a compara- 
tively recent addition to the empire, 
having come under the jurisdiction of 
the “Son of Heaven” only 2000 years 
ago. The original inhabitants of this 
broad territory were easily subjucated. 
Portions of them were attached tc 
their conquerers as vassals or slaves. 
and gradually, by intermarriage and 
the adoption of the customs of the 
Chinese, lost their identivy, and were 
absorbed by the more powerful race. 
Traces of this original element ar« 
still to be found in many localities, es- | 
pecially among the mountains, and 
may be seen in peculiarities of speech, 
customs and physiogomy. The boat 
people, everywhere regarded as an in- 
ferior race, and numbering in the city 
of Canton alone 200,000 souls, are sup- 
posed to be the descendents of this in- 
digenous race. In the mountain 
range which forms the northern bor- 
der of the three southern provinces, 
and is a continuation of one section 
of the great Himalayan range, are 
over 100 tribes of these aboriginal peo- 
ple, who have constantly maintained 
their independence against Chinese 
aggressions. Comparatively little is 
known of them, but from the infor- 
mation derived from travelers, they 
seem, with but few exceptions, to be 
all of one race, and to be nearly allied 
to the Shans and Careens of Burmah, 
the Laos tribes, and those of the inte- 
rior regions of Cambodia and Cochin 
China. The sublime self-conceit of 
the Chinese, and their indifference to 
everything outside of themselves, is 
strikingly seen in the fact thatin all 
the centuries during which they have 
lived in constant contact with these 
various tribes they have learned but 
little that is reliable concerning their 
customs, habits of life, traditions, lan- 
guage or government. A few individ- 
uals have become interested, and have 
left brief accounts and some rude 
sketches, which are all the sources of 
information from the Chinese side that 
are available.— Washington Repubdli- 
can,

Yucatan Indian Hats. 

The huts are oblong, and rounded at 
the corners. Some are divided in two 
by a partition. More generally the 
whole family crowd together in the 
single apartment. The wall is formed 
by putting sticks upright in the ground 
and filling the interstices with mud, or 
else with a mixture that is afterward 
smoothed and whitewashed. The 
roofs are slantinz and thatched, the 
thatch being allowed to fall within tw, 
or three feet of the ground, to keep off 
wind and rain. Thesurfaceof the 
earth serves as floor.ng, since the in- 
mates can seldom afford to have it 
cemented. The furnitdre consists of 
a few hammocks hung across the room 
—they serve as seats by day and beds 
by night—some low chairs, called 
butaca (similar in shape to some of the 
seats used by the Assyrians and 
Egyptians of old), # wooden bench on 
which are the grinding-stones, and an 
image of a saint in some corner of the 
room. The fireplace—three stones 
placed in triangle on the floor—is there 
too. Chickens, dogs, pigs, and babies 
all frolic together in these poor homes, 
and appear to be tolerably happy, if not 
very well fed. 

While every corner of the hut is 
crammed with rubbish, its mistress 
sometimes sits in the hammock swing- 
ing, as untidy as her house, making 
artifcial flowers to adorn some wloden 
image of the Virgin.—Harper's Maga 
zine.

and others in like positions, are 
looked upon by certain people as 
beneath them. We agree with 
Mr. Douglass when he saye: that 
the claims of the colored people 
are education. We disagree with 
some of our recently converted 
Negro politicians, to the effect, 
that office is what will educate the 
Negro and divide his vote. The 
colored people of this country are 
looking for higher things than the 
spoils of office. We advise the 
colored people to be more indus- 
trious and economical. Let them 
respect themselves and regard 
their representative men, as the 
Irish, Dutch, and other nationali- 
ties. The Negro race, as a gen- 
eral thtng, is more ungrateful to 
ite-self than any other race on 
the globe. Will the race continue 
to act like cut-throats or wolves 
ready to devour their prey ? The 
advice of quite a number of jour- 
nals, edited by colured men, is, 
that Messrs. Bruce and Douglass 
be removed, to make room for a 
few colored men who played trai- 
tors to the Republican party for 


recoguition, and will such an act 
>| be progressive democracy? What 
’\the Negroes need, is more race 


pride, and reverence tor what has 
been done by such men as Bruce, 
Douglass, Purvis, of Philadelphia, 
Smalls, O’Hara and others.”

true basis of our liberties, and 
never be surrendered without de- 
stroying the ballance of rights and 
powers which enables a continent 
to be developed in peace and social 
order, to be maintained by meas- 
ures of local self-government, but 
it is indispensable for the practical 
operation and enforcement of these 
fundamental principles that the 
Government should not always be 
controlled by one political power. 
Frequent change of administration 
is as necessary as constant recur- 
rence of the popular will, otherwise 
abuses grow, and the Government, 
instead of being carried on for the 
geueral wellfare, becomes an instru- 


fan iemmncine hurdane 
on the many who are governed for 


the beuvefit of the few who govern. 
Public servants thus become arbi- 
trary rulers.” 

These sentiments are in many re- 
spects patriotic and statesmaplike. 
We are glad to note that the Presi- 
dent-elect of the United States re- 
cognizes the fact that “the equality 
of all citizens before the law,” is 
one of the first principles of Amer- 
ican liberty. We said just after 
the late election, that though we 
had given loyal and sincere support 
to the standard-bearers of the par- 
ty of our choice, yet we should give 
a cordial support to the Cleveland. 
Hendrick’s administration, when- 
ever and wherever it yielded to us, 
protection aud recognition guaran- 
teed by the constitution. 

If this is the key note of Mr. 
Cleveland’s policy toward the Ne- 
gro, we are with him to the end of 
the chapter, so far as that goes. For- 
tunately for us, we always get our 
most appreciable benefits as the 
result of necessity and spite. The 
Democratic party has its chance 
now tospite the Republitan party 
by giving us all those rights which 
the latter was powerless to grant for 
want of favorable public sentiment. 
The southern white man has shown 
that left to himself, he will go ten 
miles in the right direction; but if 
he isthreatened with force meas- 
ures, he is liable to go twenty 
miles in the wrong direction. It is 
obviously fatilethen to pass laws 
which can be rendered nugatory by 
the prevailing sentiment. 

The sole opposition to the Negros 
advancement bas been an almost 
solid-white Democracy and a few 
white republicans, who made a ma- 
jority against bim. Now that Mr. 
Cleveland, the great head of the 
Democratic party and thechief mag- 
istrate-elect of this great nation, 
has declared for the equality of all 
citizens before the law, and the| 
large majority of his party bas said 
amen. Itis plain that the great 
mass of white people are now on 
our side, and we are free to work 
out our salvation without fear of 
molestation. Observation forces 
us to agree with Mr. Cleveland that 
too long service in public office 
renders those who are ostensibly 
the servants of the people, tyrani- 
cal, to say the least. 


CHOOSE YOUR PATH. 

Young ladies - of Washington, 
the eyes of the people are upon 
you, not that they distrust you, 
but are waiting to see which path 
you will choose, that which leads 
to virtue and happiness, or that 
which ends in disgrace and de- 
struction, for there is no middle 
ground.

THE EMANCIPATION CELEBRATION 


THE 23D ANNIVERSARY- THE GRAND- 
EST IN THE HISTORY OF THE NEGRO. 


Pursuant to a call a large and enthusi- 
astic meeting of citizens was held on Wed- 
nesday evening at the office of the BEE, 
for the purpose of arranging for the 23d 
anniversary of the Emancipation of the 
District slaves. Mr. W. Calvin Chase 
presided, with Mr, C. C, Stewart as Sec- 
retary. Rev. R. 8, Laws made a fine ad- 
dress and favored united action. Mr, 
Randall Bowie said that he was in favor 
of instilling new blood in District affairs. 
Mr. C. C. Stewart was very outspoken, 
and favored reform in matters. Among 
others present were Messrs, Geo. H. 
Richardson, Robert Green, Bond, and 
others. The following resolution was 
adopted . 

Whereas, the 23d Anniversary of the 
Emancipation of the District slaves 
should be celebrated according to the 
usual custom, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, the citizens of each leg- 
islative district be and are hereby re- 
quested to assemble in mass meetiug prior 
to Saturday, February 21, and elect 3 
Delegates, while all civic, military and 
other Organizations are requested to send 
2 Delegates to a convention to be held at 
the Armory of the Washington Cadet 
Corps, on Saturday evening, February 21, 
for the purpose of electing a Chief 
Marshall! and other officers, 

Mr. W. C. Chase denounced the con- 
yention to be held on Monday as bogus. 
and in the interest of a ring for the Car- 
son faction—a man who sacrificed the 
rights of the people for self aggrandizement 
He said: I appeal to the people to come for- 
ward and elect delegates to assemble at 
the Armory of the Washington Cailets 
and elect their Chief Marshall. Let our 
Chief Marshal be known as the peoples’ 
choice, and not the Marshal of a ring. 
My fellow citizens, this is a progressive 
age, and unless the people take matters 
in charge the Negroes in this city will 
retrograde. Addresses were also made 
by Messrs. Randall, Bowie, Robert Green, 
and others. 


The coming week will witness quite a 
variety‘of entertainments, those of the Or- 
pheus Club, Odd Fellows, Mt. Cavalry 
Club, and the Washington Cadets are the 
most prominent, all of which will be lib- 
erally patronized by their friends. 

It is suggested that Mr. J. H. Smith, as 
president, call a meeting of the Howard 
Law Alumni to take action respecting 
Hon. J. F. Quarles, deceased. 

The military companies seem to be 
alive to the wants of the pleasure-loving 
portion of the people, and furnish quite 
a number of entertainments for their 
benefit. Such aspirit of enterprise can- 
not be too highly applauded.

A LETTER OF GREETING—THE PEO- 
PLE COMPLIMENTED, RTO. 


GotpsBoro, N. C., 
Feb. 10, 1885. 
Mr. Editour:—Please allow me 
space in your columns for the fol- 


lowing letter to my many friends 
and acquaintances at Washington, 
D.C., the home of my nativity. 
Since the time of my departure 
from home | have been desirious 
of giving you some information 
concerning my neW environments. 
Finding it impossible to write to 
each one separately, I thought I 
would send one letter through 
this paper for all; thus giving a 
general knowledge of my change 
and situation. 


As a result of one of the most 
important events of my life, which 
occurred on the morning of Oc- 
tober 30, 1884, 1 was brought 
within a new circle of acquaintan- 
ces, with new duties, new respon- 
sibilities, new obligations, and 
altogether a new but higher life. 
My travel from Washington, D. 
C. to Goldsboro, N.C. was marked 
by extreme pleasantness. Making 
a short stop at Alexandria, Va., 
Petersburg, Va., Richmond, Va., 
Weldon, N. C., and other places, 
added greatly to the pleasure of 
the trip. At Richmond the scene 
ot the James River was strikingly 
picturesque; this in connection 
with its magnificent buildings, 
gave a most beautiful aspect of the 
city from the train. The pauses 
made at these places were sufli- 
ently long to get a general view 
and thereby a general knowledge 
of the appearance of each. As we 
neared our destination the exten- 
sive fields of growing cotton pre- 
sented to mea most pleasing sight, 
for such bad never met my gaze 
before. [had by this time become 
quite fatigued, but this feeling 
was greatly changed when [ ar- 
rived at my new home and found 
everything so cheerful and pleas- 
ant. I spent a most delightful 
evening with an entertaining 
company of ladies and gentlemen, 
The pleasure of the evening was 
greatly augumented by w grand 
supper that had been so carefully 
and handsomely prepared, and 
contained all the delicacies of the. 
season. Before leaving Washing- 
ton I heard many things concern- 
ing the South—oue of which was 
that the extreme warmth o1 the 
climate would prove a great detri- 
ment to my health ; another, that 
having been reared in a city as 
large as Washington, with its 
many attractions and almost in- 
numerable means of enjoyment, I 
would not become satisfied in a 
city as small as Goldsboro, N. C., 
etc., ete. Contrary to all this, I 
find Goldsboro to be a city of 8,000 
inhabitants, 13 churches (one of 
which, the St Paul Methodist, is 
suid to be the largest and grandest 
in the State), and has a climate as 
healthy and pleasant as one would 
desire. My health has been ex- 
exceedingly good since 1 have 
been here. The winter here is 
uite as cold, at times, as it is in 
Washington, but the spells are of. 
shorter duration. I have not the 
least thing of which to complain, 
but on the other band, find every- 
thing that aids in making life 
happy. Notwithstanding, I have 
greatly missed my dear relatives 
and friends, I have felt perfectly 
contented and expect to make the 
South my home. Of the 8,000 in- 
habitants, a large majority of white 
and colored, own property, and 
are said to be a very enterprising 
people. Notwithstanding the il- 
literacy of many of the colored, 
they manifest much desire to be- 
come intelligent themselves and a 
great desire tu have their children 
taught. They are exceedingly 
kind and friendly, making it as 
comfortable for a stranger as they 
sibly can. It is painful to say, 
owever, that I find existing here 
to a certain extent, the same im- 
mora! evils that exist in Washing- 
ton, and [ suppose in every other 
city. The chief of these is the 
evil of intemperance, and this 
alone very often is what leads to 
the many other vices, the growth 
of which though probably imper- 
ceptible, is yet so rapid that in a 
short time they have become so 
large as to completely devour 
those who indulge. The result of 
this is, their days are shortened ; 
‘hey die misera!'le deaths, are car- 
ried to early graves, and finally 
suffer the puoishments justly in- 
flicted through an endless eternity. 
Those who are desirious of work- 
ing among that portion of our 
race who have not been biessed 
with the privileges of education, 
those who are desirious of having 
intelligence disseminated, rather 
thau ae it with closed hands 
and hearts, those who wish to 
work where they can accomplish 
the greatest good for all, and can 
sufler the sacrifice of leaving 
home and friends, give up the er- 
roneus ideaof becoming sufferers 
from the effects of excessive heat 


and come where the greatest help 


is needed, ‘The harvest indeed 
is great, but the laborers are few.”
